commanded by Rear Admiral Hugh 
Rodman of the Toited States navy, in J 
the flagship New York. One may im­ 
agine with what feelings we saw our J 
own ships file out of Scape Flow, 
form line and slowly disappear in the 
haze as they swept o ffto the south­ 
eastward. It will be readily under­ 
stood that the way had to be made 
smooth for the mine planters, 
single well placed torpedo or mine, 
or a few enemy shells, would certain­ 
ly finish one vessel, and probably de­ 
stroy all ten of them. Each mine 
planter carried from 2 4 to 120 tons

“The operation as a 
whole 
was 
done in conjunction with a British 
mine laying squadron of four ves-^ 
sels, which worked from a base at 
Grangemouth, 
Edinburgh, 
under 
command of Rear Admiral Clinton-' 
Baker of the Royal navy. The Amer­ 
ican and British mine squadrons oft­ 
en went out at the same time, under 
the protection of the same heavy 
squadron, but except on two occas­ 
ions they always worked separately.

‘‘Altogether the American squad­ 
ron made 15 excursions, the British 
squadron eleven and the barrage was 
finished at the end of October. On

planted a mine field 4 7 miles long, 
containing 3.409 mines, in 3 hours 
and 3$ minutes. 
Everything went : 
without a hitch. The new mines in­ 
stallations worked perfectly.
